AN Act supplementary to the act entitled ** An act
to regulate the exercise of the appellate jurisdiction
of the Supreme Court in certain cases and for oth-
er purposes.’’

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen-
satives of the United States of America in Congress as-
sewnbled, That all and singular the provisions of the
act entitled “ An act to regulate the exercise of a
pellate jurisdiction of the Supreme Court in certain
caces, and for other purposes,” approved February
twenty-second, eighteen hundred and forty-seven, to
which this is a supplement, so far as may be, shall
be and they hereby are made applicable to all cases
which were pending in the Supreme Court or other
Superior Court of and for the late Territory of Iowa
at the time the said Territory was admitted into the
Union as a State and to all cases in which judgments
or decrees have been rendered in said Supreme or
Superior Court of the said late Territory of lowa,
amf not hitherto removed as aforesaid by writ of er-
ror or appeal.

Sec. 2. JAnd be it further enacted, That all and
singular the provisions of the said act to which this
is a supplement, so far as may be, shall be and they
hereby are made applicable to all cases which may
be pending in the Supreme or other Superior Court
of and for any territory of the United States which
mav hereafter be admitted as a State into the Union
at the time of its admission, and to all cases in which
judgments or decrees shall have been rendered in
such Supreme or Superior Court at the time of such
admission, and previously removed by writ of error
or appeal.

Skc. 3. Be it further enacled, That all cases, to-
gether with all process, records, orders, judgments,
decrees, and proceedings of federal character or juris-
diction, and not legally transferred to the State Courts
of the State of Jowa, pending prior to and at the
time of the admission of the said State of Iowa into
the Union, in the District or Supreme Courts of the
said Territory of Iowa, are hereby transferred to the
the District Court of the United States for the Dis-
trict of Jowa; and it shall be the duty of the res-
pective clerks of the said Courts of the said Terri-
tory of Towa, or their successors in office, with whom
the records and proceeds of said cases may be found,
uponapplication by any person or persons interested
therein, to make and certify a full and complete copy
of the records thereof, and transmit the same, togeth-
er with all the original process, pleadings, and other
papers filed in such cases, and which may be remov-
ed without mutilating the records of said court to the
clerk of the said district Court of the United States;
and when the said records, papers, and proceedings
shall be thus certified to the said last mentioned
court, its jurisdiction shall be deemed as full and
complete as that of the said Court in which the said
case originated, had been prior to said admission of
the State of Iowa, or as if the case had been origin-
ally instituted in said district [Court of the United

States.

Joint Resolution expressive of the thanks of Congress
to Major Génernlp Winfield Scott and the troops
under his command, for their distinguished, gallant
and good conduct in the campaign of eighteen
hundred and forty-seven.

Resolved unanimously by the Senate and House of
Representatives of the United States of America in Con-
gress assembled, That the thanks of Congress be, and
they are hereby, presented to Winfield Scott, major
general commanding in chief the army in Mexico,
and through him to the officers and men of the regu-
lar and vo?unteers corps under him, for their uniform
gallaniry and good conduct conspicuously displayed
at the siege and capture of the city of Vera Cruz and
castle of San Juan de Ulloa, March twenty-nine, eigh-
teen hundred and forty-seven ; and in the successive
battles of Cerro Gordo, April eighteenth; Contreras,
San Antonio, and Churubusco, August ninteenth and
twentieth ; and for the victories achieved in front of
the city of Mexico, September eighth, eleventh,
twelfth, and thirteenth, and the capture of the metrop-
olis, September fourteenth, eighteen hundred and for-
ty-seven, in which the Mexican troops, greatly supe-
rior in numbers, and with every advantage of position
were, in every confliet, signally defeated by the Amer-
ican arms.

Sgc. 2. Resolved, That the President of the United
States be, and he his hereby, requested to cause to
be struck a 1d medal, with devices emblematical
of the series of brilliant victories achieved by the army,
and presented to Major General Winfield Scott as a
testimony of the high sense entertained by Congress
of his valor, skill, and judicious conduct in the mem-
orable campaign of eighteen hundred and forty-seven.

Sec. 3. Resolved, That the President of the United
States be requested to cause the foregoing resolutions
to be-communicated to Major General Scott in such
terms as he may deem best calculated to give effect
%o the objects thereof.

DirecTions ror Maxine Burrer. The cows
should not be heated or tormented in any way ; hous-
ed at night, and fed on green food. In milking, put
one-eighth of an ounce of fine ground saltpetre in a
vessel that will contain about elght gallons, and
the milk to be drawn from the cow on this—less or
more of salpetre in proportion to the size of the ves-
sel to be filled. The dairy should be perfectly clean
and cold, of equal temperature, very filtle kight, and
no sun should get on any part of it, a good current
of air to pass through. Strain with care into coolers
perfcetly sweet and dry, and the whole to be kept
thus from two to four days, and then all the milk to
be churned, and not skimmed as is customary in the
South. After churning, the milk is to be withdrawn,
and the butter divided and placed in two pans of

jckle, and made from pure water and fine salt. The
utter is to be well worked with the hand alternately,
and frequently changing the pick/e until all the milk
is worked out, and the grain becomes guite close and
firm—when it is to be cured with the very finest
stoved or lump salt and sugar. The proportion of
one ounce of refined sugar to fifteen ounces of salt,
to be perfectly dry and to be well worked into the
butter with the hand, the quantity of curing materi-
als to depend on the time and labor glvenslz the
dairy woman, in working the butter after the salt and
sugar are applied. This should continue until all
pickle is driven out, and then packed close down in
the cask. The cask should be well seasoned for a
week previous with strong pickle frequently chang-
ed, and must be strong and air tight. The size no
consequence, if filled and sent off in a week. If not
filled at one churning, the butter to be covered with
pickle until the next, but no cask to contain more
than one week’s butter. If butter should at any time
appear pale in color, a little grated carrot juice may
be put into the milk, and which will not injure eith-
er milk or butter. All butter should be at the place
of shipping one day prior to the steamer sailing, so
as to run no risk of going forward. ) P
P. S. The destructives of butter are air and light;
(this also applies to milk,) therefore it should be gre-
pared and }:erardedto market with the utmost des-
tch.

From the New Orleans Crescent, Feb. 23.
LATEST FROM MEXICO.

Full files come to us, of the American Star of the
city of Mexico, with the last number of the North
American, and of the Free American and the Arco
Iris, at Vera Cruz. We proceed to extract from
them a variety of interesting items :

From the North American at Mexico City, March 2.

The mail which leaves to-morrow for Vera Cruz,
will carry files of the newspapers of the capital, and
among these the North American for the United
States. Thata frealy, of some sort, has been ar-
ranged, our readers in the States know as well as we
do, and of its provisions, probably more. The mat-
ter excites little interest here, the most home desir-
ing doubt its ratification. It is said by one party here
that a sufficient number of delegates have been con-
vinced of the propriety of adopting it, and that after
the United States Government and Senate shall have
ratified it, these delegates will assemble at Queretaro
and bind the bargain. Baut this is only talk, and we
give it for what it is worth.

An armistice having been agreed to by the Com-
missioners, the document is before the ernment
at Queretaro, and the decision was expected to be
promulgated last night or this morning. Of course,
the substance is not known, but from the well known
character of the Commissioners on our part, Generals
Worth and Smith, we cannot doubt that it is such a
one as will be approved of here and at home.

Of the Court of Inquiry we know and hear noth-
ing. Gen. Cushing is in Puebla, where he waits
the arrival of Gen. Towson and Col. Belknap. The
Court will probably adjourn to this city, on account
of the witnesses being nearly all here.

The ap&ointment of Maj. Gen. Butler to the com-
mand of the army has been satisfactory to an emi-
nent degree to all parties. He is extremely popular
with the army, and all with whom he has intercourse.

Mr. Trist still remains in Mexico. His health, so
poor at Puebla, has been entirely restored, and, if we
judge from the pleasant company he keeps, he enjoys
himself as much as any Northerner in the Aztec city.

The Mexican C is no where; sometines
there are a dozen delegates at Queretaro—sometimes
less—but never a quorum. Some extracts in another
column will show how the magnanimous nation takes
the treaty. They are an immense people, these
Mexicans: fond of blood and fighting—on paper.
They swear they will knock the whole grocery into
a cocked hat as soon as the Yankees leave—and we
think they will.

Gen. Lanx’s Expepitiom  Gen. Lane’s command
returned to the city yesterday, having made a suc-
cessful expedition against the guerrillos. In this
excursion he has shown himself worthy of the name
we gave him— Marion !

e second day out the command passed by the

trail they intended to take several miles, and stopped
at a hacienda, as if with the view of passing the
niﬁht there; but no sooner had dark set in, than they
saddled up, mounted their horses and retraced their
steps on the main road to the trail, in which, single file,
they made as much haste as the nature of the coun-
try would permit. About daylight, reached the
mountain of San Antonio Escapultalco. The track
over and around this mountain seemed too difficult to
traverse on foot, but the leader was followed, and it
was accomplished—a hacienda reached, and the fa-
tilgues of the journey rested off by a good night’s
sleep.
Fgeling perfectly secure that his movements were
unknown, the General did not start until late next
morning, and after a journey of three leagues, again
halted at the hacienda of San Cristoval, represented
as being the most beautiful scene in the country. The
whole night was spent there, and at seven the next
morning, *to horse’ and off again. The next place
they reached was El Plapa, the authorities of which
came out, and, with a large white in hand, ten-
dered the command the hospitalities of the place. A
few moments passed and again in the saddle, and off
for San Nicholas, where every thing needed was
speedily provided. At 7 o’clock that night they
again started, and after travelling fourteen consecu-
tive hours reached Tulancingo.

Our readers were apprised by letter from the com-
mand, published in the Star, that Paredes had escap-
ed from his house, in that town, by a back way, a
few moments before it was surrounded. The wife
of General Paredes was very hopitable to the Gen-
eral and his staff. It was early in the mornin
when they reached Tulancingo, and they remain
all day. Started the next morning for the hacienda
of Guadalupe, which they reached in the afternoon,
and from whence they sallied forth at 12 o’clock M.,
for Sequaltaplan, and reached it at sunrise. Before
arriving, however, they were informed that 300 Lan-
cers were there. By turn, the Texans were in the
advance, preceded by Lane and Hays, and when
they got opposite the first house in the edge of the
town, a volley of escopeta balls came whistling from
it. The doors were soon opened, and the assailants
killed. The next house or cuartel, it was the same
thing, and Major Polk coming up, the town was reg-
ular assailed ; the enemy firing .from the house. In
some instances, we are told, it came to a hand-to-
hand fight. In a short time the enemy were driven
from their positions, and some of them collecting in
a body outside the town, were pursued respectively
by Lane and Hays, and terribly cut up. .
The loss in killed, on the side of the enemy, is set
down at 100 at least. We lost one man killed, and
four wounded. Fifty prisoners were brought into
the city yesterday, amongst whom were Captain
Montano, and two Lieutenants. Col. Montano, the
father of the Captain, was killed, as was also Padre
Martinez, the second and bosom friend of Jarauta.
Jarauta, himself, it is believed, was wounded, buat
he escaped, with five or six men. )

A few more expeditions like this and the guerrillas
of the country will be scarce.
IssporTANT MovEMENTS IN MExico. The follow-
ing appears in the American Star of the latter part

New Mexico. The official Register of Durango
brings us dates from Chihuahua to the 1st instant.
It states that the American force which in conjunc-
tion with the garrison at El Pasco, _was-desuned to
operate upon the rest of the State, is composed of a
thousand men, with six pieces of artillery and cor-
responding ammunition. This force, upon the arn-
val of Gen. Price at Santa Fe, on the 6th of Decem-
ber, in consequence of the new movemcnts on the
part of the population of New Mexico, was turned
from the road, and ordered to establish a post at So-
corroand Limitar, unless some new disposition should
be made of it. Six hundred men and six pieces of
artillery remained in these two places—the rest of
the force advancing as far as Santa Fe, with a view
s. The balance of the invading force comprises
four hundred men, with six pieces of artillery,

ieces, at Alberqueque, and three hundred at Taos.
us the wholeqexel;ledition extends from the frontier
of New Mexico to the town of El Pasco—the entire
force consisting of two thonsa:'ld five hundred men,
with twenty-two pieces of Artillery.

The Governors of the different States of this Re-
ublic are making fools of themselves by demanding
Eom the Supreme Government the publication of the
conditions of the treaty entered into with Mr. Trist.
I do not know of one that has yet returned a fair an-
swer to the Minister of Relations. They all quibble,
and it is plain*to see that they have not the indepen-
dence to act. They make itan excuse for not re-
turning a direct answer, that the State ought to know
the nature of the treaty in order that their represen-
tatives might repair to Queretaro fully possessed of
the ideas of their constituents on the subject. This
is humbug. They say they want an honorable peace
—that it 18 necessary for Mexico. 1 should like to
know what they mean by an honorable peace. The
time may come when they will be glad to get an
sort of peace. Iam getting out of patience wi
these people. One interior mail will bring hopes of
the early consummation of a peace—of the co-opera-
tion of the States with the Federal Government;
and the next one will knock the hope in the head,
bringing accounts of pronunciamentos, of the raising
of troops, casting cannon, and every thing of the
sort that indicates war to the knife. I never had
much idea of a speedy and amicable adjustment with
these people, until the powers that be acknowledged
that negotiations had been entered into, and that no
proposition from our side was dishonorable to Mexi-
co. I then predicted better days for Mexico, but I
must confess that recent events have caused me to
waver in 1;3( opinion. Two of the most populous and
enlightened States, which I had set down as sup-
porters of Pena y Pena and peace, have tried the
non-committal character—alghough they want peace
—it must be such and such peace. The proper au-
thorities of San Luis have not yet spoken, although
the Ayuntiamenta have declared the State free and
independent, owing no allegiance to the Federal Gov-
ernment. So sudden a turn have things taken, that
the most sanguine fri®ds of peace, a week since to
say the least, now are in doubt. I am afraid that
Pena will not have the courage to hold out, and when
he sees State after State demanding the terms of the
treaty, he will yield and publish it. If he does, you
will probably have a sight of it first from Mexico.
Oh, they are a sweet people, these Mexicans.

For more than a week the Mexican armistice com-
missioners have been in the city, but I believe noth-
ing has been done. The demand for the American
army to leave the capital will meet with little sym-
pathy from our side. We had too much trouble to
get in, to leave it while there is a chance of having
to come back. This idea will certainly operate upon
Smith and Woyth, (our side), and the opposition to
such an arrangement from the non-invaded States,
will likely so Influence the Mexican side, that Mora
and Quijano will return to Queretaro without having
effected any thing. It would be best probably it
they do. Armistices bave never been advantageous
to us, and whilst we war with such people, never
will.

Should this peace business fail, whatare we to do?
We have still but 2 handful of men—and are burying
nearly a regiment @ montk! It is impossible that
the ‘iresem slow process of recruiting carmr ever fill
up the places of those who die. We have not troops
enough to even occupy the State of Mexico, so as to
collect the contributions demanded. So you can see
that all the quotas levied upon the different States
are in no fair way of being soon brought in. Under
any circuomstances we want three times as many men
as we have. The capital carn be kept against the
whole ferce of Mexico combined; but what is the
use of it? Its capture and occupation have not yet

roduced peace, although the chances were so proba-
Ela a week ago. If this treaty business fail, we
want men enough to send up into the populous dis-

tricts—to Queretaro, Leon, Morelia, Guanajuato,
Zacatecas, elc., and make those now virgin States
feel the pressure of the invaders” tread. "o send to

these States alone, for effectual invasion, will take
30,000 men, and where are they? I know you will
say Co will vote them, and I think so too,
should the treatgefail, but what time could they be
landed here?! lieve me, if the Ten Regiment bill
was to to-morrow, they would not be in Mexico
before the 15th of July; and coming at such an un-
healthy season, not one half would be fit for duty.
The E{ll, sirs, will be advanced before we can do
any thing but occupy our present positions, unless
indeed to fall back to the seaboard. You must ex-
cuse me for this strain, but I feel sad whenever 1 get
in it—1I feel that we have not been fairly dealt with
by our friends at home—that they expect too much
from us. The only excuse for them is the faet, that
in every report the Adjutant General at Washington
has multiplied our numbers.

Santa Anna is still between Orazava and Oajaca,
writing letters. Some of the Mexicans say he is
trying to raise a Guerilla force, and that the request
for a passport was only to blind his enemies to his
designs. He has recently written another letter, and
this time to the State of Mechoacan, against a peace
with the invaders. Although Oajaca pretended to
forbid his taking refuge in that State, some of the
eo&le are crying aloud for him to save the country.
n that State they propose to the others to organize
a force to operate against us.

Gen. Lane, with Hays, Polk, ect., is still out scout-
ing for Jarauta. He is too much of a Santa Anna to
be caught. Gen. Cadwallader is down from Toluca
on a vigit. On the 29th the whole army will be in-
spected and reviewed.

City or Mexico, March 1, 1848.

The news here is that the Armistice was signed
on Saturday last, the 26th ult., and the next day des-
patched by extraordinary expresses to Queretaro. In
this, as in the negotiation, the Mexican papers ad-
vise their readers of every minutie. Our commis-
sioners, being more discreet, keep us all in the dark,
and what little can be gathered on such subjects we
are generally indebted to the Mexican journals.
